"Figures compiled from records col- 
lected In De Kalb county by the U. S. 
D. A., during the fiscal year beginning 
June, 1921, and ending June, 1922, 
show that on 45 farms on which no 
colts were raised there was a depre- 
ciation in value of horses of |87.20 
per farm. On 36 farms in the same 
county where colta were raised there 
was no depreciation, but an increase 
in value of 127.08* per farm. The num- 
ber of colts two years -old or under on 
these farms averaged two head; for 
the 81 farms studied, the average was 
less than one colt per farm.

nois Banker Association Asks. 
Legislative f °r Tuberculosis 
Eradication Funds 
The executive council of Illinois 
Bankers' association passed the fol- 
lowing resolution at their mid-winter 
meeting, held at Chicago on January 
24,1923. 

Tuberculosis Eradication 
"Whereas, Tuberculosis among tho 
cattle, hogs and poultry of Illinois is 
causing n loss of approximately threo 
million dollars per year from meat 
condemned and from deaths among 
cattle on our farms, which condition 
In our livestock is according to our 
best medical authorities responsible 
for much of tho tuberculosis in chil- 
dren and 

WHEREAS, Tho work of testing 
herds of cattle in Illinois, while but 
a small beginning, has demonstrated 
that tuberculosis in live stock can bo 
eliminated in a comparatively few 
years if adequate funds are provided. 
Rsolvcd, That tho legislature bo re- 
quested to appropriate an adequate 
sum for the purpose of eradicating 
! tuberculosis in tho herds of this state, 
and pass such legislation as will more 
effectively tend to eradicate 'that dis- 
ease." 



Sweet Clover and Alfalfa 
From the inquiries about alfalfa 
seed Lake county farmers are strong- 
er than ever for alfalfa as a main 
crop on dairy farms. The Farm Bu- 
reau has handled a record quantity of 
alfalfa seed this year, more than ever 
before. Those who have been reading 
Professor Fraser's articles on alfalfa 
"and sweet clover will appreciate their 
value on dairy farms. He shows that 
alfalfa hay fed instead of timothy In 
the standard ration Increased tho 
milk How per cow 18 lbs per day. In 
the case of sweet clover replies from 
northern Illinois dlarymen, many 
from Lake county, representing over 
400 acres of sweet clover used ok pas- 
ture show the following. Two-thirds 
of an acre will pasture a cow for six 
montliB, two months in the late sum- 
mer and fall after seeding In *"::in 
and four months the following sum- 
mer. In all cases the cows were in 
fine condition while on tho sweet 
clover and actually gained in milk 
per day compared with a blue grass 
pasture. All this was dono at no ex- 
penso except the cost of seed, and all 
the while the sweet clover was vigor- 
ously at work storing nitrogen Into 
tho soil and otherwise Improving soil 
conditions better than any plant or 
crop could do. 






Mites are one of the chief causes 
of low egg production. They do their 
damage on tho birds at night on tho 
roosts. They can be best gotten rid 
of by cleaning tho poultry houses and 
painting tho roosts with a strong coal- 
tar disinfectant. Painting at this time 
will save more trouble later In the 
summer.

The man who wishes to keep hens 
on a. city lot or In the back yard, says 
tho United States department of ag- 
riculture, should purchase pullets in 
tho fall or buy day-old chicks or 
hatching eggs in the spring. Well- 
matured pullets are the only kind to 
buy, as they will begin to lay before 
cold weather sets in. The maturity of 
pullets is indicated by the red color 
of tho comb and by the size of the 
birds. Day-old chicks are now a regu- 
lar market commodity in all parts of 
the country and are shipped long dis- 
tances. It Is much harder to raise 
small chickens in. the small space of 
a back yard than out in tho country 
where there is plenty ol grass range.

Former Antioch 
Man Writes for 
Hearst Papers 

The following article will ho of In- 
terest to many of tho older residents 
of Antioch, as Mr. Larkln formally 
owner and conducted what is now the 
King Drug Store. 



Professor Edgar Lucion Larkln, di- 
rector of tho Observatory at Mt 
Lowe, who haB devoted a lifetime to 
•tho study of heavenly bodies, cele- 
brated his seventy-sixth birthday an- 
niversary recently and made tho pre- 
diction that the greatest advancement 
of the ages in tho study of astronomy 
and tho other sciences would bo 
achieved in tho next few years. 

"For sixty-five years I have watched 
the increasing Interest in tho study of 
the science," said Professor Larkln at 
his studio in the Pacific Electric Club. 

"When I began tho. study of tho 
stars at tho ago of eleven, very few 
people In tho Illinois town where I 
lived knew anything about astronomy. 
Books on any of the sciences wore 
difficult to obtain. Today tho world 
at largo seems to have nn awakened 
Interest in all of the sciences and if 
human being advance along these 
lines in tho next few years as they 
have In the past year It Is impossible 
to Imagine the heights^ they will at- 
tain through their investigations. 

"Today astronomers and other men 
of science are devoting every waking 
hour of tho night and day to tho study 
of spiral nebulae, tho motion of tho 
aims in the lino of sight, celestial 
photography, celestial radiography, 
the disintegration of radioactive sub- 
stances and many other subjects. 

•Within tho next few years, tomor- 
row, as It were, all of tlioso still un- 
solved scientific problems may bo 
made clear." 

A number of Professor Larkin*s 
friends greeted him yesterday at tho 
homo of Mrs. Cora J. Stewart, 807 
South Brand boulevard, Glendale, in 
celebration of his natal day, whoc tho 
astronomer gave n short sketch of 
his work. 

Professor Larkln, who has been a 
contributor to the Hearst papers for 
twenty-three years, has had more 
than S.000 columns of copy published 
on scientific subjects. 

Professor Larkln is a member of 
twenty-eight scientific organizations, 
including the American Association 
for the Advancement of Science and 
the Astronomical and Astrophysical 
Society of America. He has been a 
director of Mt. Lowe Observatory for 
twenty-three years. Even today he de- 
votes ten hours a day to research and 
study. 

Professor Larkln was born April 
5, 1S47. Ho came to Los Angeles April 
30, 1900, and during his time hero his 
writings have been translated and 
published in a dozen different coun- 
tries.

Are you troubled with rats, espe- 
cially around the chicken house, gar- 
age, barn or vegetable garden? Fas- 
ten a length of hose on the end of 
the exhaust from your gasoline en- 
gine—whether It bo a "flivver" or a 
tractor — b:<pk the car up within reach 
of the rat burrow, and adjust tho car- 
buretor for a rich mixture. Pnck 
damp earth around It. Run tho englno 
at moderate speed for 10 minutes or 
more and tho rats will bo destroyed. 
This method Is entirely practical, ac- 
cording to tho United States depart- 
ment of agriculture, when there aro 
only a small number of holes or tho 
area to bo fumigated Is not too ex- 
tenalve. It may also be uaed auccesa- 
fully In destroying rata beneath lloora 
or in other places where a concentra- 
tion of the gas can be obtained. 

Community effort Is urged In get- 
ting rid of rats by the above means 
and also by cleaning up rubbish, 
spreading poison baits, Betting traps, 
ami rat proofing buildings. Individual 
properties from which rats aro ex- 
terminated soon become relnfested If 
there aro rats In tho neighborhood. 
Tho biological survey, United States 
department of agriculture, Is willing 
to assist In organizing and carrying 
out nntlrat campalgus' wherever pos- 
sible and will furnish upon applica- 
tion bulletins and detailed directions 
for poisoning with barium carbonato 
and setting traps.
